State Rejects 

Highway Loans 

No advancements in the form of 
%> loans by counties for construction of 
state highway system projects will 
be accepted, the State Highway 
Commission decided Monday after 
^ conferring with Attorney General 
Charles I. Dawson, who explained 
to the commissioners the opinion of 
y the Court of Appeals in the Hopkins 
Connty case. 

In that the court held that such 
an advancement is a debt witHn the 
meaning of the Constituiton, and the 
department is limited to the esti- 
mated annual income for the cur- 
rent year. . 

Hopkins county was offering to 
the department $150,000 of Its 
hond issue for construction of the 
Dixie Bee Line through the county. 
The court said it could, as the state 
was not obligated at the time be- 
yond its current road revenues. 

Since there are enough counties 
Tjpipdy to match dollar for dollar 
wjfli the state in federal aid proj- 
ects to keep the state road fund em- 
ployed, the commission was of the 
opinion that the better policy is tp 
decline nil local loans. 

The question whether counties 
may contribute their bond issue to 
the state for use on federal aid 
projects will be decided shortly by 
Judge Thvmns, who has before him 
the suit of County Attorney Thomp- 
son, of Lawrence County, to enjoin 
jH 'f the fiscal court from thus contribut- 
ing $15Q,000 toward the Mayo Trail. 
Mr. Thompson and a delegation from 
Lawrence and Johnson were before 
the commission Monday urging a 
change in the route designated in 
Lawrence county, hut the commis- 
sion deferred action until after the 
s decided, as the route of the 
Trail would be a moot ques- 
tion if the court should say that 
the money could not he used for it. 
The Flat Fork route of the Mid- 
i land Trail, through Carter county, 
was adopted by the commission. 
Rivalry between advocates of that 
route, and the one along the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio was threshed out be- 
fore the commission on Monday. 
Engineers were of the opinion that 
the Flat Fork route would save 
$100,000 in construction cost. 
Owen and Henry counties will be 
fallowed convict labor again this 
year to complete projects under con- 
struction.

Unemployment Is 

On the Increase 

The numher of persons employed 
in the United States continued to 
decrease during February, the De- 
partment of Labor's employment 
service announced yesterday in its 
monthly survey of the unemployed. 
The decrease for last month as com- 
pared with January was estimated 
at 1 per cent. 

The employment service made no 
attempt to estimate the size of the 
nation's army of jobless workers, 
but its figures showed that 1,423 
firms, locnted in the 65 principal in- 
dustrial centers of the country, had 
in their employ February 28 a total 
of 1,626,958 workers as compared 
with 1,643,253 on January 31. This 
was a net decrease of 11,295. 

About one- ffiird of the mines !n th* 
Southeastern part of Kentucky and 
Tennessee were said to bo idle due 
to the lack of business, with about 
5,000 out of work.'

Tax Brings 
State $7,000,000 



The State of Kentucky paid ap- 
proximately $7,000,000 in income 
taxes this year, according to re- 
turns received at the office of Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue Elwood 
Hamilton. This total is about 12,- 
500.000 less than last year, when 
about $9,500,000 was paid by Ken- 
tucky. Income taxes were paid this 
year by 75,000 persons, against 
70,000 last year. 

A shrinkage of more than one- 
fourth in incomes and profits is in- 
dicated by the returns. 

Inaraase was shown in returns 
filed by wage-earners, while returns 
of corporations were reduced. A de- 
cided decline was shown in returns 
from the agricultural regions.

Kentnrkv has a number of compe- 
tent and qualified teachers who are 
either idle or engaged in other work 
through the summer months. Ken- 
tucky has some 14.000 public school 
teachers of whom not one-fourth are 
properly prepared. Kentucky has 3 
state teacher-training institutions, 
offering summer courses to teachers 
actual or prospective. It is desired 
that the maximum number of teach- 
ers attend the summer school at one 
of these institutions. If the maximum 
number does attend each of these 
institutions there would still be left 
more than 10,000 public school 
i\ teachers without opportunity for 
work in a summer school in Ken- 
tucky. 

Why cannot Kentucky use her 
competent teachers, otherwise en- 
t gaged in other business, to conduct 
agnmmer school in these well -equip- 
ped school plants, otherwise closed, 
for the benefit of these 10,000 public 
school teachers, otherwise denied a 
chance t Kentucky has doubled the 
teachers' salary within the last 12 
months; she has a right to demand 
increased efficiency on the past of 
the teacher.

If the increase in salary of teacher 
and of superintendent means that we 
shall have the same teacher and the 
same superintendent, without im- 
provement or preparation or capa- 
city, we shall have helped possibly 
the teacher and the superintendent, 
but we shall not have improved our 
schools nor shall we have given the 
children a better chance. We must 
keep faith with the tax-payers. 
Above all, we must keep faith with 
the children for whose benefit and 
for whose benefit alone, schools ex- 
ist and salaries are increased. 

The two state normals and the 
university are generously promoting I 
the plan of establishing summer 
schools in as many counties as con- 
ditions will justify. These schools 
wil loffer a five weeks' term. Full 
credit will be given for work don« 
in these summer schools, provided 
it measures up to the regular stand- 
ards. It will bring teacher-training 
opportunities closer to the teacher. 
It will cheapen the cost of attending 
a summer school. It will vindicate 
the teacher's pledge to the tax-pay- 
er that better pay meant a better 
prepared teacher. The course of- 
fered must of necessity be limited in 
scope. It will be designed to meet 
the needs of those most limited in

week" and will take the place of the 
regular institute, and all teachers in 
the county will be compelled to at- 
tend. The salary schedule of each 
county will carry a provision that 
recognizes and rewards the teach- 
ers who attend the summer school. 
The superintendents just appointed 
can do no better thing than attend 
themselves, some school offering 
work suitable for them at its sum- 
mer session. A teacher's prepara- 
tion or a superintendent's prepara- 
tion is not a thing that is accom- 
plished once and then is back of us 
forever; so long as we an capable 
Off learning our preparation con- 
tinues. When we shall have reached 
the puiut when we can no longer 
grow, then we are dead and should 
quit the profession. The Kentucky 
child is entitled to drink from a sys- 
tem of living water and not from a 
stagnant pond. Kentucky must have 
better prepared teachers; every edu- 
cational facility ought to be devoted 
to that end. We cannot safely or 
wisely overlook any opportunity to 
accomplish this result. 

This is a problem of the people, 
rather than of the teaching profes- 
sion. The people should demand it 
of the teachers and should accept 
no less. An the spokesmen of the

A 
good grain mixture for the young- 
sters is composed of one part by 
•weight of ground corn, one part of 
crushed oats, one part of linseed 
oil meal and two parts of wheat 
bran.

County to Use 
i Add Phosphal

In a report to the Roils and Crops 
Department of the 8tat« Collage of 
Agriculture the business manager of 
Nelson county nan estimated that 
in that county will use 20 
of acid phosphate this year. 
This should produce a crop increase 
vorth $11,460, according to figures 
compiled by members in the depart- 
ment. 

Twenty cars of acid phosphate 
would be sufficient to fertilize \5u0 
acres at the rate of 800 pounds per 
acre. The average return from this 
Utftafal on experiment fields eon- 
fin, ted by the college was f7.i!4 per 
acre \ er rotation. On this hasjs the 
enrs of phosphate woi!rl produce 
.in increase worth fl 1,400. Sinco 
the a"id phosphate shoold be ap 
plied every four years the return per 
year would be about $2,865. 

Rpeeialists in the department, at 
the college, however, have stated 
that the acid phosphate may be ap- 
plied at he rate of 400 pounds per 
acre once each four years. Larger 
net returns would probably be se- 
cured by using 400 pounds every 
four years rather than 800 pounds, 
the specialist says.

What Are Your 
Chances in a Tornado? 

Nature is never completely at rest, 
never completely at peace as we hu- 
mans understand peace. 

The earth hurls itself throngh 
space at a traffic speed annihilating 
to anything in its way. Somewhere 
on earth volcanoes are constantly 
vomiting liquid destruction. Earth- 
quakes rock the crust of our world 
here or there every few days. Sun 
nnd frost crack solid rock. The rest- 
less tides smash man-mad* 
Seeds burst and roots tear 
walls. 

In this favored country of ours 
we are fortunate in that we arc 
singularly free from the destructive 
forces of nature. But not entirely 
free of the lesser. For instance, on 
occasion, the tornado darts down 
upon us. Tt devastates a small area 
and then disappears into the clouds 
above. The springtime is the most 
favored season of the tornado. 

But nervous, timid Americans have 
little cause to lose sleep over the 
tornado — not if they will reflect on 
the chances involved. The weather 
bureau peoeple roughly estimate the 
number of tornadoes in bad years as 
about 300. Even so, the average 
number killed in a year by such 
storms is only about 150, so that 
the destruction of life per tornado 
averages only one person — one in 
every 700,000 of the population. 

The recent big wind in Georgia 
ripped over a territory of less than 
half a mile wide by less than five 
miles long, or two square miles. At 
that, the territory covered is usually 
much less than a square mile. The 
total area of continental United 
is 3,026,000 square miles, so that a 
tornado represents, on the average, 
less than a pin prick on our map. 

Thus, as one of the population of 
America, you stand only one chance 
in 700,000 of being killed in a wind 
storm. And the square mile in which 
your home is located, has less than 
one chance in over three million of 
being devastated by a weather dis- 
turbance that takes a notion to fire 
a cannon ball earthward in the form 
of a tornado.

The richest political plum in Mc- 
Cracken county has been placed in 
jeopardy by a suit filed in the fed- 
eral court at Louisville attacking the 
constitutionality of the act creat- 
ing the office of oil inspector. The 
suit is brought direcUy against the 
Trigg county official, but if success- 
ful it may abolish the office in every 
county in the state. 

The suit was filed by the Evans- 
ville Oil Company, and a temporary 
restraining order was granted 
against John T. King, county attor- 
ney of Trigg county, and Denny P. 
Smith, Commonwealth's attorney for 
the Third Judicial district, the pa- 
pers being served by Wash Kimbell, 
deputy United States Marshal. The 
officers have brought 103 suits in 
the stnte courts against the company 
and were preparing to file 500 more 
when the corporatiota invoked the 
aid of the federal court. 

It is set forth in the petition that 
the act creating the office of county 
oil inspector is unconstitutional be- 
cause it conflicts with the provisions 
of the United States Constitution, 
and hinders interstate coumerce. The 
company, an Indiana corporation, 
had oil inspected in Indiana and 
shipped it into Kentucky. It is stat- 
ed that the oil inspector is permitted 
certain fees for inspecting and when 
not made fines are subject to be 
made; 50 per cent going to the in- 
spector and 50 per cent to the state. 
The petition recites: "The said act 
is-'flot an act for the safety of the 
people of the state, but is in truth 
and fact an act to raise revenues 
i for the benefit of the oil inspector of 
the prospective counties of the 
state." » 

In McCracken county Waddy 
Lang, the brother of County Judge 
Jnmes M- Lang, holds the office of 
oil inspector, and the fees are said 
to exceed any county office in the 
county. J It is alleged that the in- 
spector receives $12,000 in fees. 
The motion to make the temporary 

will be 

heard by Judge Walter Evans on 
March 17. As it is alleged that the 
act is in conflict with three sections 
of the Federal Constitution, three 
judges will sit in the case. 

The suits were filed in Trigg coun- 
ty to collect fines for alleged fail- 
ure to have oil shipped into 
tucky from Indiana ins; 
Trigg county official.
